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EMPLOYMENT AND PAYROLLS IN CANADIAN INDUSTRIES 


FOREWORD 


With the first post-war year over and the physical recon- 
version of industry in its final phase, it is of particular interest 
to review Canadian employment trends in the past seven years and to 
take stock of our present position, 


The war years witnessed a remarkable expansion of employment 
in the industries most necessary to our national defence. At the same 
time employment in all but a few of the lower priority non-agricultural 
industries also moved upward, but at a much more moderate rate. While 
few of the manufacturing industries, which were most heavily engaged in 
war production have been able to maintain war-time emvloyment levels in 
the past year their success in switching over to peacetime output 
differed widely from industry to industry. The less essential manv- 
facturing and non-manufacturing industries have generally improved their 
position in the post-war veriod desvite continued but less acute labour 
and material shortages. 


This volume contains a series of emnloyment and payroll charts 
covering princival Canadian industries and areas. It shéuld be of value 
in giving a picture of the differing verformances of the major non— 
agricultural industries during the war and reconvérsion neriods, The 
charts were originally prevared by the Wartime Prices and Trade Board 
for the use of its senior officials with a limited number of covies 
also made available to interested nersons in other Departments. Harly 
this summer, the preparation of the series was taken over by the Depart- 
ment of Reconstruction and Suvvly. Now that reconversion is in an 
advanced stage arrangements are being made for the work to be taken over 
by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics, the source of the basic data, 

The current series is therefore the last to be prenared by the Depart- 
ment of Reconstruction and Supply, 


The chart book includes a new and complete set of employment 
and payroll charts of the former Wartime Prices and Trade Board Series 
using data compiled by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics. These charts 
cover the period 1939 to August lst, 1946 in the case of employment and 
1941 to August lst, 1946 in the case of payrolls. Monthly index numbers 
based on June lst, 1941 and centered twelve months' moving averages 
have been charted for both employment and payrolls. Charts are provided 
for the five maior geogranhic regions, the eight largest urban centers 
ana for the eight maior industries, They are also provided for twelve 
major groups of durable and non-durable manufacturing goods industries 
and sixty-two minor groups. 
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For convenient reference there is included at the front of the 
report a table indicating the position of reported employment on the 
latest available date, August lst, 1946, relative to the prewar level 
of August lst, 1939, the near war~time peak level of August Ist, 1943 
and the immediate pre-V-J Day level of August lst, 1945. Numbers on 
August lst, 1946 are also shown, During the summer months the heavy 
incidence of strikes involving about. fifty thousand workers on the average 
and affecting the employment of many others did unfortunately introduce 
temporary abnormalities which have prevented entirely satisfactory 
comparisons from being made in a number of industries and areas, 


The charts and the table record the trend of employment reported 
by establishments employing fifteen or more, This means that while 
coverage is very high in manufacturing (85-90%), mining (20% or more), 
communication and transportation (about #0%), it is only moderate in 
logging (about 60%), and trade ‘about 50%), and partially covers only 
a few branches of the service industries, No coverage of agricultural 
workers, of emplovers, or of the self—emploved groups is obtained, 

During the war, the labour forces of most of the latter groups either 
declined or achieved only less than average expansion, Their limited 
coverage should be borne in mind when the "Canada", regional and principal 
city all-industry charts are used, In most instances the actual wartime 
expansion and post-war contraction of these groups were considerably less 
than indicated, The charts of the individual industries, however, closely 
portray their employment trend in the past seven years, 


The source of all data basic to these charts are the records 
of the Employment and Payroll Statistics Branch of the Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics and we are greatly indebted to Miss M,E.K, Roughsedge and 
her staff for their unstinted co-operation throughout the preparation of 
these statistics. We also wish to acknowledge the assistance of the 
Printing Branch of the Bureau in reproducing the enclosed charts. 


This series of charts was prepared until recently by Miss A, 
Zamphir, Miss E.R, Macdonald and Miss H. Esson under the direction of 
Mr, L. Sherwood of the Research Division of the Wartime Prices and Trade 
Board, The last two reports have been prepared by Mr, F.E, Coghlan under 
the direction of Mr, D.M, McDonald of the Economic Research Branch of the 
Department of Reconstruction and Supply.
